Schools 
move to 
cut staff

Although most are expected 
to be rehired by fall, the Granite 
City Board of Education voted 
Tuesday night to “honorably 
dismiss" 63 teachers who have 
not yet reached tenure status in 
the district 

The dismissal of non-tenure 
teachers has been necessitated 
the past several years by a state 
law requiring teachers be given 
notice 60 days before the end of 
the school year if they are not to 
be retained in the upcoming 
school year, 

Since the district is unable to 
determine at this time its exact 
staffing needs for the upcoming 
school year, it was decided to 
follow ‘the past practice of 
notifying all _ non-tenure 
teachers of their dismissal and 
then hiring them back as 
staffing needs become clear 

Last year, 61 teachers were 
honorably dismissed, but 52 
were subsequently rehired 
during the summer. In 1975, a 
total of 35 honorable dismissals 
were approved by the board 
with most being rehired. 

In addition to the 63 teachers 
honorably dismissed Tuesday 
night, a nurse and teacher aide 
were honorably dismissed from 
the Title I program; nine em- 
ployes retired; five others 
resigned from their extra- 
curricular assignments. 

The resolution honorably 
dismissing the teachers noted 
the number of teachers 
required for educational pur- 
poses is expected to decline in 
the 1977-78 school year, and that 
state law required teachers be 
given notice 60 days or more 
before the close of the school 
year. 

“Be it therefore resolved by 
the Board of Education that the 
administration is authorized to 
send out notices to honorably 
terminate the requisite number 
of teachers for the school year 
1977-78 to reduce the teaching 
staff to a level adequate to meet 
educational purposes,"’ the 
resolution stated. 

The board also honorably 
dismissed a nurse and a teacher 
aide, both employed under the 
federally-funded Title I 
program. Cutbacks in the 
program, including abolishing 
two positions, were approved by 
the board at its February 
meeting. 

In other business, the board 
accepted with regrets nine 
retirements. Retiring are: 


Robert Hall, Prather English 
teacher; Ronald Weiss, 
Coolidge Industrial Arts; Anne 
Staicoff, Nameoki cafeteria 
worker; Loretta Ray, Marshall 
cafeteria; Fred Boyer, 
custodian at Granite City High 
School South; Pauline Reading, 
Niedringhaus cafeteria; Gisella 
Nyers, South cafeteria; Esther 
Grammer GCHS North 
cafeteria, and Laura Horvat, 
Wilson special: education. 

‘Also accepted with regrets

GEORGE M. GORDON 


George M. Gordon, 58, of 2584 
Boyle Ave., is one of four 
candidates seeking a Seventh 
Ward aldermanic position being 
vacated by Ronald Coleman 

Born’ in Paducah, Ky., he 
attended and graduated from 
the schools of that city 

“My college educaton con- 
sists of certificates in com- 
merce and finance from 
Summers College of Com- 
merce, East St. Louis. T am 
married to Evelyn Lorraine 
Brockwell of Paducah,” he 
relates. 

“Before World War II, I 
worked in the following 
capacities — timekeeper. 
Rodman, Levelman and 
equipment foreman — while 
with construction companies. 

“During the early part of the 
war, I worked as a personnef 
investigator for the federal 
government. I did not serve in 
the armed forces. 

“During World War II, I 
worked at the American Steel 
Foundries, Granite City Works, 
as a shipping clerk and price 
rate timekeeper. I later was 
employed for 25 years by Miles 
Laboratories (formerly Union 
Starch and Refining Co.) as 
property accountant, ad 
ministrative assistant to the 
maintenance superintendent 
and storeroom manager 

“After the plant closed, I 
worked for nine months as a 
city sanitary insepector, and at 
present I am working for the 
American Steel Foundries, 
Granite City, in its accounting 
department as a general clerk. 

“My social affiliations are 
Masonic Triple Lodge 835, 
Scottish Rite Bodies, Ainad 
Shrine, Tri-City Shrine Club, 
Elks Lodge 1063, Moose Lodge 
272, and the Town and Country 
Gun Clyb. 

“I am also an accounting 
adviser in Junior Achievement 
for the American Steel Foun- 
dries. 1 am a member of the 
Good Shepherd United 
Methodist Church." 

Gordon continues, “I have 
been a resident of Granite City 
for 36 years and of the Seventh 
Ward over 17 years. 

“I feel it is my patriotic duty 
to give our local-and national 
government the very best of my 
ability.

In the industry, this is no time 
for cataclysms. 

According to the authoritative 
research firm of Maxwell 
Associates, Richmond, Va., 
retail sales of women’s hair 


$300 million in 1971 to $270 
million in 1975, rebounding 
slightly to $275 million last year. 

According to unpublished 
industry figures, the men’s hair 
spray market plummeted from 
$50 million to $30 million in the

Those are dollars, unadjusted 
for inflation.

‘The top executive of a smaller 
company, for one, says he is 
convinced the  industry’s 
downward-undulating sales 
curve won't become a per- 
manent wave. / 

“Since the beginning of time, 
there have been grooming 
products. The Egyptians had 
balms, ointments, methods of 
holding their hair,’ said 
Richard G. Spiegel, president of 
Minneapolis’ La Maur, Inc. 

Unlike some competitors, La 
Maur is strictly in cosmetics 
and mostly hair products. 

“When long hair is in vogue 
and sprays. aren't doing well 
shampoos do better,” said 
Spiegel, whose father founded 
the firm. . 

By early last year, La Maur 
had converted! its hair spray 
line to nonfluorocarbons — the 
first to do so, he said.

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Candidates see city progress as inspiring or as insufficient 


(First of two articles) 

Granite City mayor can- 
didates have debated campaign 
issues before citizens in 
general, and before citizens who 
are Democrats, as well as 
voicing their views at other 
gatherings. 

It is traditional for opponents 
to see the issues differently and 
they are doing just that — 
taking contrasting stands 

An example is the major 
extension of Maryville Road, 
now in progress 
Mayor Paul Schuler sees it as 
a proud accomplishment 
Daniel Partney agrees it is an 
improvement but asks why it 
wasn't built sooner. He suggests 
that it was about to happen a 
fong time ago, anyway. 

The mayor says there were 
many hidden problems that had 
to be overcome through skilled 
and tireless effort. The 
challenger implies that so many 
potential hazards arise from 
such a four-lane traffic artery 
that it makes the whole issue a 
“minus” rather than a “plus” 
on the incumbent's scorecard. 

The mayor says adequate 
safety controls will be provided 
well in advance of opening the 
new section of Maryville Road 
His rival doubts it 

On this and other topics, it 
is a fundamental clash bet- 
ween an official who “points 
with pride” and a would-be 
official who “views the past 
record with alarm.” 

It is said to be easier to 
attack than to defend, which 
would give Partney an ad- 
vantage from a tactical 
standpoint. Possibly off- 
setting this, Mayor Schuler 
can cite specific ac- 
complishments in the office 
that is being contested at the 

April 5 election, while his foe 
can only describe what he 
believes it would be like if he 
became mayor. 

An added factor is that 
Partney is running for an office 
held by his late father for eight 
years prior to the election of 
Mayor Schuler four ars ago 

Whe how far 
along ular project was 
in Ap or whether an 
industry came or left before or 
after that time, they are trying 
to establish that a gain or loss 
for Granite City was part of the 
chuler era or Partney era 
Of course, no two individuals 

are alike, and the challenger 
does not bring to the campaign 
exactly the same qualities as 
the 1965-73 mayor. 

Nor is the present chief 
executive of the city unchanged 


from when he first ran for 
mayor. And four years have 
wrought some changes-in the 
citizenry they seek to represent. 

Strikingly similar, however, 
is the question of the mayor- 
council relationship and 
division of power. 

Clashes were frequent in the 
past; a proposal—backed or 
fought by one— faction—was 
likely to attract an opposite 
response from the other faction. 

Mayor Schuler and current 
aldermen like each other and 
function together cooperatively 
as the executive and legislative 
branches. Daniel Partney 
acknowledges that this is true 
but says mistakes can occur 
when there is a high degree of 
unanimity. He would rather see 
more dissension, he said during 
debate 

Perhaps the negative issue 
attracting the most attention 
is Partney’s expressed view 

that council sessions are a 
shameful disgrace, causing 
embarrassment for the city if 
any out-of-towners happen to 
visit. 

Most aldermen are outraged 
at such a comment and say it is 
utterly false. 

They cite some observers’ 
opinion that council sessions 
have proceeded in an orderly, 
efficient. manner during the 
past several years, winning 
compliments from members of 
the audience, who recalled past 
years 

Partney indicates awareness 
that he and the council probably 
wouldn't get along with each 
other. He is backing candidates 
in each ward and also says he 
would lean strongly on citizen 
committees to help back his 
stands at council meetings 

Nearly all Granite City 
aldermen favor Mayor Schuler 
for re-election 

The chief positive issue is 
the listing of achievements 
which, in the mayor's opinion, 
fulfill all his 1973 campaign 
promises. Partney disagrees 
with the claim, and the 
challenger says he will limit 
his campaign pledge to the 
statement that he would do 
his best if elected 

Just as in the 1973 campaign, 
Mayor Schuler’s opposition is 
calling attention to the fact that 
the mayor's drug store makes 

3 to governmental bodies as 
well as other customers. 
Schuler partisans question how 
active Partney sheet metal 
workers might be in future on 
regulated building im. 
provements around the city 


Another aspect of the 
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business-in-politics debating 
involves the Partney family's 
participation in mortuary and 
ambulance services. 

Daniel Partney openly 
criticizes |the way ~ the 
municipality undertook to 
provide its’ new ambulance 
service, and his associates to a 
degree are seeking to compete 
with the city for some phases of 
the ambulance business. 

Mayor Schuler responds by 
saying the chief ambulance 
firm in existence this winter 
“dumped” the problem on the 
city government by announcing 
a date after which it would stop 
providing full-scale service 

The mayor notes widespread 
praise for the way in which the 
City Council and mayor’s office 
met the challenge by providing, 
on almost an “‘instant’’ basis, a 
fully-equipped and trained 
ambulance staff in cooperation 
with the Granite City fire 
department and federal 
Manpower program. 

The caliber and effectiveness 
of the crew and its teamwork 
with others have received the 
commendation of the families of 
two youths hurt severely by a 
train on the fitst night the city’s 
emergency medical technicians 
were on duty 

Partney notes that federal 
funding may be a onetime 
occurrence and says that, if he 
is elected, the department will 
be disbanded and the am- 
bulance service will be awarded 
to a private firm 

It would not be the Thomas 


firm, with which he is 
associated, he told those at- 
tending a public debate. 

These, of course, are not the 
only issues on which there are 
“two sides of a coin.” 

The mayor's added per- 
spective as chairman of the Bi- 
State Development Agency and 
his role as a member of the 
East-West Gateway Coor- 
dinating Council are credited by 
some with giving him additional 
governmental contacts, in- 
formation and expertise helpful 
in quickly solving such 
challenges as the relatively 
sudden ambulance curtailment. 

Partney disagrees with 
multiple governmental roles 
and says he would resign from 
the Madison County Board if 
elected as mayor. 

He says the emergency 
ambulance service may prove 
costly to the city due to in- 
surance and other factors, and 
adds that an exact March 15 
cutoff date was set only after 
the city said it would be harder 
to carry out its planning if the 
timing remained uncertain. 

Friends of Daniel Partney 
label the mayor ‘‘a member of 
the Democratic machine that 
controls politics in Madison 
County.” They cali Partney an 
“aggressive campaigner” and 
imply that his is a citizen- 
oriented, almost non-political 
candidacy. 

Meanwhile, friends of Paul 
Schuler say that a Partney 
campaign can hardly be viewed 
as anti-politician in nature when

“T plan to go back to getting

“Our corporate limits have 
not expanded. When water 
stands in a hole too long, it 
becomes stagnant. 

“I see Alton, Collinsville and 
Fairview Heights progressing 
with new things.

Partney concluded. 

Mayor Schuler said in his 
closing.

I 
believe we have kept those 

promises, but I will let you 

decide. 

“T promised to attract new 
industry. There are the Archer- 
Daniel-Midland multi-million- 
dollar processing plant and 
Crossroads Shopping Center. 

“I promised to stop economic 
decay. We have cleaned up 
many of our old buildings, 
replaced and repaired them and 
put them back on the tax rolls. 
There has been in excess of $8 
million in new’ construction,” 
Mayor Schuler asserted. 

“To control pollution, we have 
a new $13 million waste water 
treatment plant. 

“We feel that our firemen and 
police have done a tremendous 
job. We have new fire equip- 
ment, and fire losses have gone 
down, Thanks to our police, the 
crime rate has decreased in 
Granite City, when it has in- 
creased in other cities.” 

“We have had a tremendous 
increase in federal and state 
monies that has allowed us to 
better serve our citizens.““One 
promise that stands out was to 
end the communications gap 
between the City Council and 
the mayor. The aldermen 
certainly are not rubber 
stamps, but we ended long 
turmoil that’ had stopped 
progress for several years,” 
Mayor Schuler said. 

“My predecessor made seven 
or eight promises when he first 
ran, and not one was carried out 
after eight years in office. 

“T feel we have had a 
progressive and dynamic city 
the last four years and I ask the 
citizens to re-elect me in April, 
so that I may continue to work 
for them.” 

Partney and Mayor Schuler 
also met facetoface at a 
Granite City Democratic Club 
meeting in the Knights of 
Columbus Hall 

In his opening statements, the 
mayor reviewed his political 
background, relating that he 
started in public office in 1963 as 
a park board commissioner and 
in 1967 became president of the 
Granite City Park District 

He was elected as an alder. 
man in 1969 and served in that 
capacity until being elected 
mayor in 1973 

He said that progress in the 
city since he was elected ‘‘was 
not just Paul Schuler. We have 
made some darn good selec- 
tions and appointments to run 
the city.” 

Schuler added, ‘I feel I have 
a record to be proud of and 
worthy of reelection.” 

Partney opened by citing 
“downtown decay, traffic 
congestion with spot zoning, no 


new growth and unem- 
ployment”’ as problems which 
havé developed. 

“I have many new ideas 
which have flot been tried. That 
does nof make them bad ideas,” 
Partney said, adding, “We have 
the potential to be the hub of the 
region with our Interstate high- 
ways, waterways, rail facilities 
and other assets.”” 

He said more citizen in- 
volvement would be a key in his 
administration to ‘‘get the city 
going again.” 

The two candidates accepted 
written questions from the 
audience. 

The first question to Schuler 
asked whether state or local 
funds were being used for the 
$2.5 million street resurfacing 
program in the city. Schuler 
responded that both are being 
used — general city funds and 
motor fuel taxes. 

Partney's first question 
inquired whether he would 
provide more activities for 
youths and the elderly and if he 
would support additional 
housing for the elderly. 

He said he would establish 
“an office on the aging” which 
would be responsible for ob- 
taining as many federal and 
state grants as possible for such 
programs. 

“There are 16 grant en- 
titlements available for senior 
citizens and we have not used 
one grant in Granite City,” he 
contended. 

Partney also said additional 
housing for senior citizens 
should be built in the downtown 
area, replacing decaying 
buildings and homes 

He said he would support 
establishment of several teen 
recreation centers and would 
form a committee of teenagers 
and adults to supervise teen 
programs and seek federal and 
state grants for such projects. 

He said a key in urging teens 
to use their spare time 
responsibly is to “give them 
some responsibility.” 

Mayor Schuler responded by 
saying that the city and 
township have worked together 
for senior citizens, establishing 
a senior citizens’ center, ‘‘which 
every day is packed — morning 
and night.” 

He also noted that a new 
township building is under 
construction which will contain 
a new and larger area for senior 
citizens’ activities. 

There are about 13 senior 
citizens’ clubs in the city 
“because the people do not want 
one big organization. They 
prefer the smaller clubs 
Mayor Schuler commented 

The mayor said the city 
housing authority recently 
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received an $850,000 grant for 
new roofs, doors with 
peepholes, porchlights and 
other improvements at Kirk- 
patrick Homes. 

Another grant of a similar 
amount has been applied for to 
provide similar security at the 
Anchorage Homes, he said. 

Mayor Schuler's next 
question concerned the 
Crossroads Plaza Shopping 
Center being cited as an ac- 
complishment of his ad- 
ministration. Were contracts 
for. the construction actually 
signed under the previous 
administration, he was asked. 

Mayor Schuler responded, “I 
will quote the developer, Mr. 
Greenburg, who told me in May 
1973, ‘Iam so happy to sit down 
and talk reasonably with 
someone in the city ad- 
ministration.’ He said he had 
experienced tremendous 
problems being able to see the 
previous administration.’”” 

The mayor said contracts for 
Schnuck’s, Walgreen's, K-Mart, 
Leader and many other stores 
were signed during his ad- 
ministration. 

Partney responded that the 
developer of Crossroads is Don 
Golden and said perhaps 
someone was confusing the 
Crossroads and K-Mart 
developments. 

Partney’s next question asked 
if he felt the city has adequately 
used federal funds. He an- 
swered that he does not feel 
revenue sharing has been used 
to advance the community. 

Instead, it has been used to 
keep the city solvent, he said. 

“You should use your income 
to keep the city solid and keep 
revenue sharing as gravy 
money. The city has used a 
large proportion of our revenue 
sharing for payroll obligations. 

“Four years ago, the city was 
$1.4 million in the black. We 
have used $72,000 of revenue 
sharing for payroll each of the 
last two years. From May to 
December 1976, the city 
received $934,000 in revenue 
sharing and $369,000 has been 
spent on payrolls. 

“Some day, Big Brother 
might not be there. The city 
needs to stabilize the tax base 
and operate within its means 
We need revenue sharing to 
upgrade our community," 
Partney said. 

Mayor Schuler responded, 
“Revenue sharing has. 
guidelines. The guidelines say 
use for the operation of the city 
is not prohibited. Using it in this * 
way, we have avoided a tax 
increase. That is what would 
happen if we did not use 
revenue sharing for the 
operation of the city.”

the Madison County Board of 
Review makes significant 
changes in local assessment 
levels. 

According to the depart- 
ment’s assessment-sales ratio 
studies, assessment levels in 
Madison County range from 24 
per cent of market value for 
rural property to 36 per cent for 
urban property. Since the state 
can only assign a county-wide 
multiplier, such internal non- 
uniformities cannot be directly 
corrected by the state. 

In the short-run, such 
inequities can be corrected by 
the Madison County Board of 
Review through local 
multipliers. In the longer term, 
the assessing officials who 
make the original assessments 
are responsible for correcting 
basic inequities 

Purpose of the multiplier is to 
equalize average assessment 
levels across counties. 

Assessment uniformity is a 
legal requirement, as_ inter- 
county equalization is 
necessary if the tax burden in 
taxing districts which overlap 
county lines is to be distributed 
fairly, and if state aid — such as 
state aid to schools, which in- 
cludes assessed valuations in 
the distribution formula — is to 
be allocated properly 

Without equalization, some 
taxpayers would have to pay 
more than their fair share of the 
tax burden or school districts 
might not receive the amount of 
state aid to which they are 
entitled 

Under Public Act 79-703, 
passed in 1975, all property in 
Illinois should be assessed at 
one-third of its market value. A 
three-year transition period 
was provided to facilitate the 
law's implementation. 

The assessment year 1976 is 
the second year of the transition 
period and assessment levels in 
all counties are required to 
reach certain target levels. 

The target levels are required 
by law and will bring all 
counties to 331-3 per cent by 
197. 

The purpose of the state 
multiplier is to ensure that, on 
the average, assessments in the 
various counties are made at 
the proper assessment level

The multiplier is determined 
by comparing actual 
assessment levels determined 
by the department's annual 
sales fatio studies with the 
statutory target level. 

As required by law, the 
assessment ratios for the three 
years immediately preceding 
the assessment year are used in 
computing the multiplier. The 
assessment-sales analysis, 
therefore, reflects the recent 
increases in property values. 

Although increases in 
assessed valuations either 
through local reassessment or 
through a higher state 
multiplier may be required to 
maintain the statutory 
assessment level, such in- 
creases do not necessarily 


cause an increase in tax bills. If 
taxing districts do not increase 
their spending, tax rates will go_ 
down and tax bills will not.in- 
crease. 

The department is making an 
all-out effort to reduce the turn- 
around time in issuing 1976 
multipliers. 

The tentative multipliers are 
being computed and certified to 
the various counties as soon as 
possible after the supervisor of 
assessment has submitted a 
completed tentative abstract of 
assessments and _ other 
necessary data to the depart- 
ment. 

Purpose of a_ tentative 
multiplier is to inform the 
County Board of Review of the 
adjustments which are

The 
timely availability of the state 
multiplier and the ratio data on 
which it is based will aid the 
Boards of Review in their work. 

County Boards of Review, in 
addition to their powers to act 
on complaints, also are 
required to equalize assessment 
levels among various 
geographic areas or property 
classes within a county.

If property in certain town- 
ships or if certain types of 
property are not assessed at the 
statutory level, the . board 
should assign local multipliers 
to adjust assessment to the 
proper levels.

Blue skies may chase ‘the blues’ 


Do you have a lack of energy? 
Do you feel tired, even when 
you've had enough sleep? Have 
you lost interest in school, in 
your friends, in everything? 
You may be the victim of 
depression, but you are not 
alone, according to Raymond 
Klauber. 


Many people feel depressed 
during the winter months, notes 
Klauber, staff counseling 
psychologist at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville. 
Since this winter was one of the 
worst in years, depression 
probably hit a higher number of 


he adds. 

Winter months are believed 
likely to depress people for 
many reasons. For example, 
they often are unable to go 
outside, becoming cooped up 
indoors, many times against 
their will. This winter in par- 
ticular saw many people cold, 


jobless and bungry due to fuel 
shortages and other problems, 
he says 

As though the fuel situation 
this winter wasn’t enough to 
dampen people’s _ spirits, 
Klauber continues, people tend 
to be more depressed during the 
winter than any other season, 


anyway 

This, in part, may be due to 
the cold weather, but he thinks 
it may be more than that! “It 
may be that the seasonal 
changes produce causes for 
depression. It may not be just 
the weather.”’ 

Winter is considered the most 
depressing because it is a time 
when nature is stagnant, and 
people feel stagnant, too. He 
comments: 


“If you are unsure whether or 
not you have the symptoms of 
depression, take a good look at 
yourself. Do you eat or sleep too 
much or too little? Do you find 
every task insurmountable? Do 
you cry often? Do you find that 
you can’t concentrate and don’t 
know why? 

“In some cases, people need 
to know what's bothering them 
and many times have to express 
it.” 


If a person is unaware of 
what’s bothering him, Klauber 
will try to help that person get to 
the root of the problem. 

“People can also feel that 
they know what is depressing 
them, but sometimes are misled 
by their feelings. To. illustrate 
this, you hear what they bring 
up and don’t bring up. 

“For example, a student can 
feel his depression is a result of 
his failing in school, and he may

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say this. But at the same time, 
the student could be continually 
bringing up his unhappy 
marriage, being unaware that 
the unhappy marriage is, in 
fact, the real cause of his 
depression. 

“Depression can be reactive, 
ora result of something that has 
happened to an individual. 

“Depression and anxiety are 
two signposts that we have to 
point to something that is 
wrong,’’ he said. ‘These 
signposts vary from individual 
to individual 

“Depression and anxiety are 
analogous to running a fever. 
They are like mental ther- 
mometers,”” he explained. 

Klauber says he sees many. 
students who are depressed. He 
adds that although time itself 
can cure reactive depression, a 
lot of times .people need to 
“work things out.” 

Often a depressed individual 
is one step ahead if he knows 
there is more to life, that there 
is a better‘ way to live. From 
this felling springs hope, and 
perhaps health, it is contended. 

If a depressed individual 
comes to Klauber voluntarily 
and says he doesn’t feel 
motivated, the fact that he felt 
motivated enough to go see 
Klauber is the first step. 

Klauber, as part -of his 
therapy, tries to help an un- 
motivated person, through his 
manner of speaking to that 
person and by trying to give 
examples of what there ‘is out 
there’ to” help become 
motivated. 

Treatment varies from one 
person to another, since each 
person is individual as to why he 
or she is depressed. 

“There can be several 
reasons a person feels 
depressed. When people feél 
failure, they get depressed. The 
answer in this case is to show 
them they can succeed. 

“Spring is possibly the best 
time for depression therapy 

“Life is back, everything is 
being reborn,” he says. “There 
is a whole rejuvenation process. 

“But. time does not always 
heal all wounds. 

“If depression interferes with 
bodily functions and per- 
formance and goes on for more 
than a short period to time—-say 
a few weeks: a good idea to 
obtain counseling.”

This weekend is the time to 
apply crabgrass preventer if 
you are serious about con 
trolling crabgrass. 

Soil temperature is the time 

that regulates the ger

If you have applied a 
crabgrass preventer in the 
meantime, the chemical stops 
the germination process of the 
seed and eliminates: it from 
your lawn. 

If you wait past this critical 

e, some of the 
inate 2 
the effects of the 
chemical, while slow pokes are 
still ected 

Finally, all the crabgrass will 
germinate and there will be no 
effect from the herbicide. 

Will magnolias bloom this 
year? If the magnolias in your 
neighborhood don’t bloom, it 
due to the cold weather effect on 
the buds. But the snow probably 
protected the 

isure another good crop.

Tufts of wild onions look like 
miniature fountains in your 
lawn while the bluegrass slowly 
gets underway 

You can remove these 
scattered clumps by loosening 

e sod with a shovel and ex 
tracting the entire clump 

When you carefully repack 
the soil with your foot, the 
remaining turf will appear to be 
undisturbed, and the vacant 
spot will soon disappear 

If your lawn looks like a sea of 
wild onions, then digging is out 
of the question. Répeated ap- 
plications of 2,4-D_ will 
gradually destroy the clumps. 
Start treating within the next 
few days 

Re-treat in a month. Treated 
plants are killed but dormant 
bulbs soon germinate to 
produce a new clump.

as well as protecting the public. 

Kuehn also called the juvenile 
correctional system “‘a farce" 
and said «putting him in a 
“revolving door’ institution or 
assigning him to a drug 
rehabilitation program from 
which he can ‘walk away” 
would be endangering the 
public. 

If the youth is found to be a 
delinquent juvenile, he could be 
sentenced to a juvenile in- 
stitution until he is 21 years old. 
AS an adult, if found guilty of 
attempted murder, he would 
serve a prison term which has a 
minimum for four years and 
has no maximum.

Steele backing 
‘taxpayer rights’ 


State Rep. Everett G. Steele 
(R-Glen Carbon) has co- 
sponsored a resolution that he 
says ultimately*seeks to curb 
“state government's insatiable 
appetite for tax dollars” by 
putting a lid on Illinois’ spen- 
ding power. 

The resolution calls for a 
referendum to amend the 1970 
Illinois Constitution by setting 
an annual tax limit of seven per 
cent of total income in Illinois. 

Under this amendment, state 
spending could ‘not increase at a 
faster rate that the state's 
growth in revenues, he said. All 
state taxes would be covered by 
the proposal, including sales, 
income, gasoline and cigarette 
taxes. 

“It's time that those who pay 
the taxes have a strong voice in

growing tax hand can reach into 
their pockets,” Rep. Steele said. 

“This constitutional amend- 
ment + a taxpayers’ rights 
amendment — is the people's 
way of telling government that 
it’s got to spend those revenues 
it receives wisely, because 
unless an emergency situation 
arises, it’s getting no more.” 

Steele cited figures that he 
feels demonstrate state 
government's ability to spend 
money “‘at a rate that could 
have frightening future con- 
sequences. 

“In 1966, the state spent 
$1,006,000 every five hours. In 
1976, just ten years later, it took 
only one hour to spend that 
same million dollars. 

“Revenue experts tell us that 
if these trends continue, by 1986 
that $1 million will be spent 
every 14 minutes. 

“It's clear that the situation is 
out of control at present. It's 
time that the taxpayer was 
given more control ‘over the 
situation. With this taxpayer 
rights amendment, the tax- 
payer, not the tax spender, will 
have that control.’’ 

Rep. Steele said another 
benefit of the amendment would 
be that it would limit the

SIUE is called 4th biggest area employer 


With a work force of more 
than 2,100 faculty, staff and 
students, Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville has 
become the fourth largest 
employer in the Illinois part of 
the St. Louis area, according to 
University President Kenneth 
A. Shaw. 

Speaking to the Edwardsville 
Area Chamber of Commerce at 
a dinner meeting Monday night, 
he cited the impact of the 
univergity on growth and 
development of the region 

“Last year, we operated on a 
total budget of $30.5 million, 
with more than $24 million 
being pumped into the regional 
econom in wages and 
salaries," Dr. Shaw said 
“There are many services and 
goods purchased out of these 
monies,” 

He said the impact is even 
greater than the figures in- 
dicate because, for every dollar 
spent by the university, another 
$12.2 is generated in the area 
economy. For every job at the 
university, another half-job is 
created in the community, he 
estimated. 

“SIUE is a pretty 
business, if nothing else,” Shaw 
Said, but the president em 
phasized that “we are more 
than just a formidable en 
terprise.” 

Citing the role of the 
university in training leaders, 
the president said, ‘An 


big 


educated work force is con- 
stantly sharpening its skills, 
thereby increasing production 

“Further, education brings to 
the ‘individual human spirit 
larger perspectives, generating 
an awareness that today no man 
can be an island unto himself 
With educaton, this urge to 
contribute to the improvement 
of the community can be better 
directed.” 

Shaw said it is his hope to 
make the university the best of 
its kind anywhere. “If we hope 
— and pay — for the best, we 
can produce citizens able to 
cope with the increasingly 
complex demands and 
pressures of our larger society 
in a truly effective and humane 
way. Our region needs such 
citizens, and I promise you to do 
my best to build a resource that 
will give them to you.” 

The SIUE president em 
phasized that a_ strong, 
productive commercial and 
industrial base is essential to 
healthy development of the 
region. He said business and 
industry recognize the need for 
a labor force that can keep pace 
with technological development 
and improved management and 
production techniques. 

‘Our educational resources 
must stay geared to meet these 
needs,” Shaw said. “If we 
provide more skillful workers 
and managers, we keep abreast 
of the fierce competition.

The president said the 
university will seek to provide a 
continuing rapport with 
business, through such things as 
the faculty acting as con 
sultants, and especially through 
student internships. 

He said the internships help 
the university keep aware of 
community needs, ‘‘and,” he 
added, “‘our students get the 
kind of practical experience no 
classroom can furnish.” 

Pointing to specific ways and

State budget

The state budget for fiscal 
year 1978 (July 1, 1977 to July 1, 
1978), presented to the General 
Assembly by Governor James 
Thomson on March 2, is sound 
and follows principles of fiscal 
responsibility. 

The budget calls for ap- 
propriations ‘that total 
$10,047,000,000 for fiscal 1978, 
down $70 million from the 
current fiscal 1977 budget. 

In his budget message, the 
governor projects growth 
revenues into the general 
revenue fund from current 
taxes at $426,000,000 and asks 
the General Assembly to only 
spend $31,000,000 thereof. 

This is sound advice at this 
time, as it would allow the 
general revenue fund to 
recuperate somewhat and have 
funds on hand at all times to 
meet the cash flow demand and 
to pay state bills on time. 

There will be honest dif- 
ferences of opinion as to what 
the balance in this fund will be 
on July 1, 1977. The governor 
projects $48,000,000 at this time, 
and we agree with this figure. 

If the balance proves later to 
be greater, then there is plenty 
of time in late May and June to 
make adjustments accordingly 
in priority appropriation bills. 

The budget calls for road fund 
appropriations totaling $968 
million. Included therein is $505 
million for new projects, and 
$150 million is earmarked to aid 
public transportation systems. 

All of this is proposed without 
an increase in the motor fuel tax 
rate and in license plate fees. 

However, the governor did 
point out that if the public and 
the legislature wants more and 
better roads, they can’t be 
provided without increases in 
the motor fuel tax and license 
fees.

It is a property tax upon that

state, while local assessors 
assess the capital stock of other 
corporations.

The proposal, called the 
Illinois Initiative, was filed 
Tuesday in both the Illinois 
House and Senate. Chief co 
sponsors include Rep. Harold 
Byers (D-Highland), Rep. Lee 
Daniels (R-Elmhurst), Sen 
Vince DeMuzio (D-Carlinville) 
Sen. William Morris (D- 
Waukegan), Sen. Prescott 
Bloom (R-Peoria), Sen. Roger 
Sommer (R-Morton) and Rep. 
Joe E. Lucco (D-Edwardsville) 

It would give citizens the 
power to propose laws by 
petition, Voters would then 
enact or reject these proposals 
by referendum at a primary or 
general election.

“Today, 21 states across the 
country permit initiative 
lawmaking, including Missouri, 
Michigan and Ohio in the 
Midwest. Long experience with 
direct democracy in these 
states has proven that voters 
exercise common sense and 
good judgement with respect to 
initiative proposals. 

“Direct democracy can give 
average citizens a real voice in 
state government. Right now, 
many voters feel that their 
votes don't matter.” 

Petitions would require; 
375,000 signatures. No more 
than three proposals could be 
submitted at any one election

Multi-media play on 
Martin Luther King 


“The Life of a King,” the 
story of Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr., will be presented Monday, 
April 4, at 8 p.m. in Meridian 
Hall of the University Center at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville. 

“The Life of a King” is the 
story of Dr. King’s struggles on 
behalf of civil rights and human 
dignity, It includes portrayals 
of the Montgomery bus boycott, 
a demonstration in Bir- 
mingham, the march on 
Washington, Dr. King’s “I have 
adream”’ speech, the sanitation 
workers’ march at Memphis 
and Dr. King’s final speech in 
Memphis.

It has been described as ‘tan 
expression in Black terms of 
what a great Black leader 
meant to his followers and how 
his work represented their 
interests.’’ People magazine

be remembered.” 

It is the only play about Dr. 
King that has the sanction of Dr. 
King’s family and of the 
Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference.

VALUES TO $24.93 YARD 
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Bell regulation, others’ 
freedom seen as threat 
to telephone service 


Longer-range  communica- 
tions policies were urged 
Monday by the American 
Telephone and Telegraph board 
chairman, John DeButts, 
testifying before the U.S. 
Senate, Committee on Science 
and Transportation, Sub- 
committee on Communications. 

“Three principles — ac- 
countability, universality and 
Systemic integrity — are 
largely responsible for the low 
cost, widely available and 
reliable service offered 
telecommunications customers 
in our country today,” DeButts 
asserted. 

“They emerged from ex- 
perience and the perceptions of 
regulators and industry 
leaders, an evolution climaxed 
by the Communications Act of 
1934, which confirmed universal 
low-cost service as the aim of 
the industry. 

“The common un- 
derstandings under which the 
industry sought to fulfill its 
obligations have been shattered 
by Federal Communications 
Commission decisions that 
sponsor ‘‘competition’’ in 
selected segments of the in- 
dustry — the inter-city private 
line segmient and the supply of 
terminal equipment 


“This so-called competition 
compromises the three in- 
dustry principles by 
fragmenting —_ responsibility 
for service, encouraging 
wasteful duplication of 
facilities and, most im- 
portantly, by undermining a 
pricing structure that we and 
our regulators have 
developed to help keep the 
charges for basic residence 
service as low as possible 
“On the average, we collect 

approximately $9 a month as a 
basic charge to the home 
telephone user 

“But the cost to us of 
providing that service (in 
cluding the cost of the access 
line that is used not only for 
local service but for long 
distance as well) is about $16 a 
month. 

“A substantial portion of the 
$7 différence is: made up by 
long-distance revenues. 

“Ironically, we're most 
vulnerable to competition in the 
long-distance segment of the 
business. 

“If its contributions to 
common costs erode as a result 
charges for residence service 
will have to be increased to 
make up for the loss of support 

“We have no question about 
our ability to compete if the 
same ground rules apply 

“But, we have been subject 
to procedural delays in our 
private line inter-city of- 
ferings, while our new 
competitors have not been. 
“In the supply of terminal 
equipment, our rate filings 
are subject to review by our 
regulators and the possible 
intervention by our com- 
petitors. in those review 
hearings. Our competitors, on 
the other hand, are not so 
subject.”* 

He added, “the telecom 
munications network should 
continue to be safeguarded 
against potential harm from the 


direct connection of customer- 
supplied equipment. The net- 
work is too important a 
resource to be exposed to such a 
risk. 

“Our insistence on physical 
interface protection has been 
challenged, but no better 
methods have been for- 
theoming 

“We see three main con- 
seqhences of unchecked im- 
plementation of FCC ‘pro- 
competition’ policies: 

“First, a. potentially serious 
impairment of the quality of 
service; second, a considerable 
increase in the cost of home 
telephone service and, third, an 
impediment to innovation. 

“To resolve dispute on our 
claims regarding the effect of 
competition on the price of 
residence service, we suggest 
Congress commission an in- 
dependent authority to review 
studies we have made to prove 
the point, or to make studies of 
its own. ’ 

“Bell System management 
might soon have to ready itself 
for .a time when competitive 
standards would have sup- 
planted our traditional public 
interest standards to the degree 
that we would have no choice 
but to set a difference course for 
our business. 

“Such a course might include 
a prompt move toward a drastic 
realignment of our rates, in 
cluding further increases in the 
rates for basic residence ser 
vices. 

“Over time, the commission's 
policies will force us to limit our 
service responsibility and, also, 
force an alteration in our 
research and development 
priorities to meet the thrust of 
competition offerings. 

“We do not propose that the 
regulatory clock be turned back 
to pre-Carterfone, pre-MCI 
conditions — but the industry 
does “need answers to some 
vexing questions, the first of 
which is 

“Where do our priorities now 
lie? What most needs 
cooperative, noncontentious 
consideration is the definition of 
the public interest objective 
that our industry should ad- 
dress and our regulators 
demand 

“Answer 
piecemeal 
context of a 
examination of 
communications needs 
years ahead 

As a step toward finding 
those answers, we suggest that 
Congress might look to the FCC 
to develop a long-range 
telecommunications needs in 
say, 1990? What potentialities 
were the industry's technology 
promise in the way of services 
yet unborn or only now 

volving? 

Given such a ‘vision’, we in 
the industry, our regulators, 
and Congress itself would be in 
a position to appraise, what 
regulatory policies might stand 
in the way of its fulfillment, 
which might best assure that 
the promise of our technology is 
fulfilled. 

“The Bell System would look 
forward to the opportunity to 
participate in the shaping of 
such a vision.”

Following are excerpts from 
a commentary by six Ilinoisans 
to US Transportation 
Secretary Brock Adams, who 
has said he will rule this month 
on former Secretary William 
Coleman's authorization of a 
major St. Louis area airport in 
Illinois. The authors are 
Governor James R. Thompson, 
Lieutenant Governor Dave 
O'Neal. Senators Charles H. 
Percy and Adlai E. Stevenson 
and Congressmen Melvin Price 
and Paul Simon. 

We submit that Secretary 
Coleman's Sept. 1, 1976, 
decision was an act of 
responsible decison making 
which properly concluded an 
unprecedented, seven-year 
history of administrative 
inquiry and study of the matter 

Given this history, to reopen 
the issue at this time would be a 
grave error. More important, as 
the brief we are 
submitting herewith demon 
strates, that decision is clearly 
correct on the facts and merits 
prompt reaffirma 

A fundamental element in the 
St. Louis airport decision is that 
Lambert Field, a 2,000-acre 
facility first constructed in 1920. 
is simply not adequate to meet 
anticipated demand. Although 
Lambert can serve current 
demand without unreasonable 
delays, it is nearing the 
capacity of its runway system 
as well as its internal roadway 
system 

Intolerable aircraft de 
and also automobile 
congestion will occur during the 
1980s unless some solution is 
found, Significantly, this is a 
fact upon which all parties are 
in full agreement 

Without significant advances 
in air traffic control technology 
even an expanded Lambert 
runway system will be 
inadequate to meet the needs of 
the St. Louis region. Moreover, 
even considering the potential 
impact of new air traffic control 
technologies, Lambert will still 
not have adequate capacity to 
meet the estimated peak hour 
demand sometime in the 1990s. 

And significantly — in light of 
recent Missouri suggestions 
that general aviation might be 
diverted from Lambert — the 
secretary's conclusion already 
assumes a substantial con 
straint in Lambert general 
aviation operations. Thus, even 
assuming successful im 
plementation of each of the 
uncertain elements of the 
Parsons Master Plan, Lambert 
would re as noted by 
Secretary Coleman, a marginal 
facility, particularly when 
compared with the ample 
capacity — and capability of 
further expansion — available 
at Columbia-Waterloo. 

Continuation of air carrier 
operations at Lambert will lead 
to an increase in the number of 
persons within both the 30 and 
40 NEF noise contours to 110,000 
in 1988, based on 1970 populaton 
levels. By contrast, there will be 
no persons within the 40 NEF 
countour at Columbia-Waterloo 
and only 2,200 persons in the 30- 
40 NEF contour 

The deficiencies of Lambert 
are magnified when compared 
with the advantages of 
Columbia-Waterloo, which is 
unique as a desirable airport 
site in an accessable but un- 
developed quadrant of a 
metropolitan area 

The current “proposal” by 
Missouri involves a com- 
bination of (1) conventional 
improvements, as suggested by 
the Parsons Master, Plan, with 
all their attendant expense; (2) 
the implementation of yet. 
unrealized aviation and noise 
control technologies; (3) a total 
ban on general aviation, and its 
relation to unidentified 
“agricultural landing strips” 
and similar facilities; and (4) 
peak hour quotas and pricing 
mechanisms that would ar- 
tificially restrict peak hour 
demand. 

Missouri fails, however, to 
recognize the severe dislocation 
caused by these ‘‘im- 
provements"; the radical 
departure they represent from 
the usage patterns which are 
customarily and traditionally 
expected by American air 

gers. and carriers; the 
substantial uncertainties 
associated with technological

advances; and the fact that, in 
any event, an expenditure of 
funds would be required at 
Lambert which is almost as 
great as that needed to develop 
Columbia-Waterloo. 

Nothing in any of the studies 
on which Missouri relies even 
considers the practicalities of 
diverting general aviation from 
Lambert, let along suggests 
that such a solution would be 
feasible or desirable. 

Nor is there any merit in 
Missouri's recent proposal to 
solve peak-hour capacity 
constraints by refusing to allow 
peak-hour demand to utilize the 
airport 

To do so is, in effect, an 
aviation version of the 
Procrustean bed, which cuts the 
traveller down to the size of the 
available accommodations 

Secretary Coleman 
recognized the dire implications 
of such operations policies when 
he determined that Lambert 
could not meet anticipated 
demand “without unacceptably 
high delays or a reduced level of 
service.” He noted that in- 
creased congestion would lead 
to reduced utilization of 
Lambert as air carriers shifted 
to Kansas City or other airports 

The studies even suggest that 
whatever the merits of peak 
hour controls at other hubs, 
they may be least effective at 
airports like Lambert. After 
noting that “the major impact 
of the peak-period landing fees 
in the model was through the 
use of large aircraft," the PMM 
study cautions 

‘Connecting hubs, such as 
Chicago and St, Louis in the 
mixed-integer test solution, 
might not be able to as easily 
shift to larger aircraft, since 
much of their connecting ser 
vice is performed via small 
aircraft which have a 
significant advantage in 
that use 

Far from providing a rational 
alternative the recent 
proposals for peak-hour con 
trols represent an “in ex 
tremis” measure which would 
preserve Lambert by strangling 
its ability to effectively perform 
its function. 

The conclusion of the Fromm 
& Swan study is that only if the 
additional uncertainties of a 
total diversion of general 
aviation and peak-hour pricing 
and quotas are added to the 
uncertainties of new technology 
and constrained general 
aviation, Lambert might meet 
anticipated demand. 

This conclusion only em 
phasizes the correctness of Sec 
Coleman's decision that the 
uncertainties as to Lambert's 
future are too great, par- 
ticularly when compared with 
the advantages of Columbia 
Waterloo, and that approval of 
land acquisition now is the only 
prudent alternative 

It is also clear that Missouri's 
recent argument that a decision 
on land acquisition should be 
deferred for five or more years, 
presumably because the 
airlines recently extended their 
lease at Lambert from 1987 until 
1995, is wholly without merit, 
and represents but another 
request for delay similar to 
those repeatedly made during 
the past seven years. 

The airlines extended the 
Lambert lease primarily to 
facilitate the financing of the 
current Lambert im- 
provements. This action is 
entirely consistent with the 
Secretary's decison and the 
condition requiring the Illinois 
Authority to assume any 
unamortized bonds outstanding 
when transfer occurs. 

The airlines have confirmed 
that it would be possible to 
move under the lease prior to its 
expiration since the debt will be 
assumed by the Authority and 
even the director of Lambert 
Field has stated that the 
airlines “would not be required 
to stay at Lambert Field if the 
new airport opened before 1995 
(although) they would be ex- 
pected to continue paying debts 
incurred while at Lambert, as 

stipulated by the secretary 
of Transportation.” 

Finally, the extension of the 
Lambert lease and the suc- 
cessful sale of Lambert bonds 
demonstrate that the condition 
requiring the Authority to 
assume outstanding Lambert 


cost 


debt has facilitated the finan 
cing of interim Lambert im- 
provements through an ex- 
tension of the Lambert lease in 
exactly the manner con- 
templated by the secretary. The 
financing benefits received 
from the very condition im- 
posed by the secretary create 
no basis whatsoever for 
reversing his decision. 

Even if transfer were not to 
occur until 1995 or thereafter, 
this time frame is entirely 
consistent with the timetable 
established by Secretary 
Coleman (transfer to take place 
“not before Jan. 1, 1992" unless 
earlier transfer is authorized by 
a twostate authority) 

The exact timing of transfer 
will, recognized by the 
secretary's decision, 
necessarily be determined by 
the then existing conditions. 
Quibbling now over which year 
is the optimum transfer date 
can hardly be a basis for 
deferring land acquition 

Missouri has repeatedly 
contended that given the 
“usual” time frame for con 
struction of a new airport of 
approximately 10 years, land 
acquisition now is in any case 
premature 

It must be recognized, 
however, that estimates of the 
‘usual” time for airport con 
struction are entirely inap- 
plicable, since (1) the time 
frame for past construction — 
such as Dallas-Fort Worth — 
must be substantially extended 
given the intervening complex 
of additional statutory and 
regulatory requirements, (2) 
steps toward development may 
well be slowed by the deter- 
mined efforts of some Missouri 
politicains, who have vowed to 
oppose any site in Illinois, and 

3) given the history of seven 
years of administrative delay 
before the secretary's decision 
and the continuing controversy 
since that time, it should be 
clear that the time frame for 
development of an airport of 
Columbia-Waterloo is anything 
but “usual.” 

Land acquisition now is thus 
not, as Missouri interests have 
contended, “land banking” for 
a distant and uncertain future 
need, but the first step in 
fulfillment of a demonstrated 
need within an orderly and 
secure time frame for 
development 

Deferral of a decision is 
contrary to the best interests of 
the region for other reasons 
The regional planning agency 
has found expressly that 
development of an airport at the 
Columbia-Waterloo site “(a) is 
consistent with the plans of this 
Council and other planning 
agencies in the region for the 
development of the St. Louis 
region and the areas in or near 
which the airport is to be 
located, and (b) will contribute 
signifcantly to the fulfillment of 
such comprehensive planning 
and to the orderly growth and 
development of the region."’ 

Future development in and 
near the site could preclude its 
ultimate development if site 
acquisition is deferred. The 
Southwestern. Illinois 
Metropolitan and Regional 
Planning Commission at the 
Jan. 13 hearing testified that, 
unless the site is acquired soon, 
the site will likely be lost due to 
incompatible development 

Unless a decision is made now 
on site acquisition, the un- 
certainty and political 
bickering existing in the region 
will continue interminably 
Until a decision is made there 
will be no incentive to com- 
promise and form the two-state 
authority which is from the 
airlines’ viewpoint desirable 
and which would successfully 
coordinate air traffic for the 
entire region. 

Nor will the additonal delay of 
five or so years now requested 
provide much additional cer- 
tainty as to the timing of need 
The new technologies and 
theoretical procedures to which 
Missouri interests so 
desperately cling will still be in 
the “think” stage and, even if 
they progress beyond the 
conceptual stage, would still be 
poor substitutes for a viable 
new airport which would 
adequately satisfy demand and 
secure the region’s aviation 
future.
